The voting was as follows, Tho 
Carer-Jusrice’. being forced to vote, went 
with the officials, so. that, leaving out'the 
Chairman, His Excellency, the-voto os it was; 
was four against three; and if thero had been, 
as there should have been, another non-offi- 
cial member, it would hava been five against 
three; or to put the matter into fignres which 
are more familiar, supposing the Council con: 
sisted of 640 members, this, would ‘represent 
the public opinion of the Colony in the propor- 
tion of 400 against 240, or by what would ‘bo 
known at home as a majority of 160! Yet 
the vote was declared as carricd against the 
400 and in‘ favour of the 2401, ‘The Governor 
had two rotes, big own and his’ casting vote, 
and ao: in the face of this overwhelming ox- 
pression of opinion, was able to carry matters 
as hie Governnent wished. Properly speak: 
ing the Chhirman of'a Council ought not to 
vote at all; and shoald only uke. bis’ casting 
vote when there is a real .equality of votes, 
“As -it-was-in-tho-caso-alluded to, the Governe: 
used his ordinary’ vote to bring-tho numbers 
from 4 against 3, to 4 againat 4, and then on. 
the top of this, gave in his casting vote. We 
are confident’.that thid is not the way that 
voting was ever intended to be conducted in 
any British Colony ; and it is especially op

SCHOOLS IN HONGKONG, 
(N.C. Daily Nevwp.) 

Whilst we have reviewol iu plain terms tho 
fanetions of the Colonial Government at Hong. 
kong,* there is one’ institrtion connooted 
with tho coloay deserving uf high praiae, How. 
ever badly financial affairs bare born ad 
uninistered, and however ineffective may bo the 
arrangenients for the detection and punirgbment 
orcrive, it must be remembered that, af ita 
loweat point, the colony was not forgetfal of its 
Juties towards its Ohiavae anhbjecta. Tha 
systom of education introduced into the coloaint 
schools has bon at otice censible and practical, 
and bas besn organised with the exprosa pur. 
pose of breaking dowa the line of demarcation: 
which. apparently from faults on both sides, 
has hitherto. saparated tha foreign and Chinese ~ 
residents, Mr. Stewart's yearly reports on 
the atnte of the rchoola on the Islaud have 
in. each case been interaating; and though 
Obinoso prejudice, and Obinese curruption, 
have hitherto stood in tho way of tha 
advancement of the ~ lower village schools 
of necassity placed under native teachera, the 
very attempt to bind all into one homogencoug + 
whole wili not, in the end, be found to have 
been without ita effect, Alt, Stowart’s report 
for tho year 1869, printed in the reports of Her 
Majesty's Colonial Possessions, confines iteclf , 
‘mainly to the operation of the Central School 
in the city of Vietorin, From it we learn of 
great improvementa in the ourricalum of the 
school. The urvival of a third master allowed’ 
ptho time of the others to be bettor dispossd, 
and-tillowed of two now subjects—Ohemistry 
and Geometry—baing added. We bave scon 
a beginning of what is so sadly required iu 
China, aud without which it is impoasible for 
the country really to mnke a atep forward, 
namely, the. grounding of the youth af the aoun- 
try in positive scienoo, aud their withdrawal 
theréby from the endless mazes of finulity of 
the schol of the Chufu-tre, This, howover, ig. 
only part of the work being recomplished;
